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Art college 
future on 
cards for 
the Public 

THE Public in West 
Bromwich could see a 
new life as a sixth form 
arts college, the boss of 
Sandwell Council has 
revealed. 

Sandwell College wants to 
take over the arts centre, 
which opened in 2008, and 
provide places for 500 A- 
level students. 

Borough council leader 
Councillor Darren Cooper 
said early indications would 
suggest that the college are 
looking to develop this as a 
sixth form arts college as 
well as keep on some of the 
user groups that currently 
use the site. 

Cultural 

Councillor Cooper said: 
“It might be possible to con¬ 
tinue with some of the cur¬ 
rent user groups that use the 
facilities. 

“If not we will accommo¬ 
date those people elsewhere 
in West Bromwich.” 

It comes after members of 
Sandwell’s full council dis¬ 
cussed a petition of 5,000 
signatures which was 
handed in to the authority in 
opposition to the proposed 
transformation. 

The petition calls for ‘The 
Public to remain as a valu¬ 
able community, cultural 
and learning resource for 
everyone’. 

It has been organised by 
apprentices from the Learn- 
Play Foundation, a tenant at 
the New Street venue. 

Free parking 
for shoppers 

FREE on-street car parking 
will be given to shoppers in 
Sandwell’s town centres. 

Motorists will be able to 
park for 30 minutes for free 
at the kerbs under fee 
changes which will come 
into force this summer. But 
this will not be will not be 
extended to car parks. 

Sandwell Council leader 
Councillor Darren Cooper 
said the move was so it 
would not penalise shoppers 
who just want to pop into a 
shop for a few minutes.

libraries 
block the 
payday 
loan sites 

PAYDAY loan websites 
have been blocked from 
computers in Sandwell 
libraries, with the council 
urging residents to avoid 
huge debts and take 
advantage of its own 
credit union scheme. 

The websites of more than 
260 payday loan firms can no 
longer be accessed on com¬ 
puters at the borough’s 19 
libraries. 

It comes days after the 
Archbishop of Canterbury 
was left embarrassed after 
saying the church would try 
to force payday loan firm 
Wonga out of business by 
helping credit unions com¬ 
pete against the firm. 

Struggling 

Sandwell Council’s leader 
Councillor Darren Cooper 
said: “The interest some of 
these companies charge on 
their loans is eye-watering. 
Some are over 5,000 per cent 
APR. 

“We know many people 
are struggling financially 
but these high-interest, 
short-term loans are not the 
answer.” 

The sites blocked on the 
council’s 350 library com¬ 
puters include Wonga.com 
and QuickQuid.co.uk 

Councillor Cooper added: 
“I would urge anyone who is 
in financial trouble to talk to 
Citizens Advice or charities 
that specialise in helping 
people in debt. 

“Anyone who needs to 
borrow money should join 
the 6Towns Credit Union in 
West Bromwich. 

Protest over 
funding cuts 

DOZENS of angry demon¬ 
strators staged a protest 
against funding cuts to a 
charity which supports dis¬ 
abled people in Sandwell. 

Around 80 people gath¬ 
ered outside Sandwell coun¬ 
cil house in support of Ideal 
For All. 

It comes after funding for 
the charity was reduced by 
the council and its contract 
with Sandwell Clinical Com¬ 
missioning Group was not 
renewed. 
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Law student spared jail after 10Omph chase 


A LAW student has avoided jail after reaching 
speeds of up to 100 mph and running through 
red lights during a police chase in Smethwick. 

Kamran Bashi’s flight from police ended when 
he lost control of his Vauxhall Calibra and 
crashed into two metal posts at the roundabout 
of Birmingham Road and junction two of the M5. 

Wolverhampton Crown Court was told 29- 
year-old Bashi turned off the lights on his vehicle 
in an effort to evade police as he drove over speed 
bumps at 50mph. Bashi insisted he hadn’t been 
driving the vehicle in the early hours of Febru¬ 
ary 8 last year, telling police it was a friend. 

The court heard that police were on patrol on 


Holyhead Road, Smethwick, when they saw 
Bashi speed speed past, alone, in his car. 

They put on their blue lights but Bashi, of 
Sycamore Road, Handsworth, continued to 
speed away and went through a red light. 

Abandoned 

Miss Madhu Rai, prosecuting, said: “He 
reached speeds of 1 OOmph and at this speed he 
switched off the lights to his vehicle. It was at 
this point that the police then abandoned the 
chase because it was thought too dangerous.” 

Mr Gurdeep Garch, defending, said: “While it 
was a bad piece of driving it was in the early 


hours of the morning where there was less traffic 
on the road. He didn’t have insurance and he 
knew if he was stopped he would lose his licence. 

“He’s enrolled at Birmingham University to 
study law. This is no mean feat.” 

Bashi had been convicted by jury last month 
for dangerous driving but he was spared jail by 
Recorder Edward Coke. 

Bashi was given a six-month sentence sus¬ 
pended for two years and ordered to carry out 
100 hours of unpaid work. He is also banned 
from driving for 12 months and must adhere to a 
two-month curfew between the hours of 8pm and 
6am.

FOUR teenagerss made a triumphant 
return from a 150-mile fundraising cycle 
ride as they were greeted by hundreds of 
friends and family members. 

The school friends from Tipton, all aged 
17, returned to the Black Country after a 
six-day ride from Llandudno to raise cash 
for Macmillan Cancer Support. 

Jordan Kelley, Brandon Sayce, Lewis 
Collins and Jack Mole arrived at the Village 
Hotel in Dudley to jubilant scenes, having 
raised £3,600 in memory of Jordan’s grand¬ 
mother Eileen Kelley. 

Jordan, who goes to sixth form at Alexan¬ 
dra High School, was inspired to fundraise 
for the charity after it cared for his grand¬ 
mother, who died in January, 2012, aged 68. 

He organised the bike ride, and other 
events such as a cake sale at school and col¬ 
lections at Asda. 

Sandwell Council supplied £500 to help, 


and Sandwell Leisure Trust gave the boys 
gym passes so they could train before their 
marathon ride. 

Jordan, from Hursey Drive, said: “I’ve 
always wanted to do something and I just 
picked up a bike and thought I would do a 
ride. 

Emotional 

“It’s nice to remember my nan by doing 
this, now I’ve done something for someone 
else. I wanted to raise a lot of money for the 
people that helped my nan, the nurses and 
everyone. 

Our target was only £1,000, I just never 
thought we would raise that much.” 

Jordan’s dad Michael, aged 42, acted as 
support driver. He said: “It was really emo¬ 
tional coming back, especially when we 
pulled up at the hotel when everyone was 
cheering. I really am proud.” 


A TRANSPORT police officer and two under¬ 
ground workers who fought to save the life of 
Lord King of West Bromwich after he col¬ 
lapsed at a train station are to receive top 
national life-saving awards. 

Former Sandwell Council 
leader Lord Tarsem King, 
who became the first Sikh 
life peer in the House of 
Lords in 1999, was at the 
exit barrier at Euston 
underground station on the 
afternoon of January 8 
when he collapsed. 

Underground workers 
Simon Burley and Darren 
Hurst and British Trans¬ 
port Police Pc Antony Mart 
rushed to his assistance. 

Mr Burley set up a defib¬ 
rillator while Mr Hurst 
administered pulmonary 
cardiac massage and PC 
Mart gave Lord King the 
kiss-of-life. He died two 
days later aged 76. 

The three are now to 
receive Royal Humane 
Society resuscitation certifi¬ 
cates for their actions. 

Royal Humane Society 
secretary Dick Wilkinson, 
said: “They managed to 
bring him back from the 
brink of death during the 
incident and, although he 
sadly died later, they gave 
him the best possible chance 
of survival.” 

Lord King served on 
Sandwell Council from 1979 



Lord Tarsem King 

to 2007, as deputy mayor 
from 1982 to 1983, and 
serving as council leader 
between 1997 to 2001. 

Lord King was patron of 
the Universal Peace Feder¬ 
ation, hosting the UN Inter¬ 
national Women’s Day for 
several years and human 
rights conferences. 

He was made an Hon¬ 
orary Freeman of Sandwell 
in 2009 and has been cred¬ 
ited for laying the founda¬ 
tions for the way in which 
the council now runs. 


Drug gardener sent to prison 

AN ILLEGAL immigrant from Vietnam has been jailed for 
two years after being caught cultivating drugs. 

Police found 25-year-old The Ho on a matress in the 
property where 248 cannabis plants were growing, Wolver¬ 
hampton Crown Court heard. 

Officers were alerted by the owner of the address in 
Wood Green Road, Oldbury after the landlord had trouble 
contacting the person renting the property. 

Prosecutor Mr David Lees said: “He was finally con¬ 
tacted by somebody who said criminal activity was being 
conducted at the house.” 

It was raided on April 26. Ho entered the UK illegally 
three years ago, said Mr Jasvir Mann defending. Ho admit¬ 
ted being concerned in the production of cannabis. 


Stinking 
drains are 
plaguing 
residents 

ANGRY residents are 
calling for immediate action 
to be taken over foul smells 
that have plagued a Tipton 
street for over a year. 

The odours are being 
caused by blocked drains, in 
Aston Street. 

Affected householders 
say the problem has been 
exacerbated by the hot 
weather, stopping them 
from being able to enjoy the 
sunshine in their gardens. 

Resident Gloria Williams, 
aged 69, said: “When the 
sewer at the end of the 
street gets full up the smell 
comes up through the 
drains and into our house. 

“Since this hot weather 
started it has been horren¬ 
dous. You can’t even sit in 
the back garden because the 
wind picks up the smell.” 

As a temporary solution 
Sandwell Council staff have 
been pouring bleach down 
the drains but councillors 
are now urging Severn 
Trent Water to fix the 
problem for good. 

Severn Trent spokesper¬ 
son Sarah-Jayne O’Kane 
said: “We have found that 
the manhole cover has a gap 
which could be allowing 
smell to escape. We are 
sending another team out 
shortly to do a full investiga¬ 
tion and then solve it.” 

Councillor Joanne 
Hadley, of Great Bridge 
ward, said: “This has gone 
on long enough.” 

New jobs as 
pub gets a 
£250k refit 

A PUB has undergone a 
£250,000 revamp, creating 
six new jobs. 

The Horse and Jockey in 
Wednesbury has undergone 
a refurbishment which has 
seen the bar restored, the 
function suite renovated 
and pub redecorated. 

The pub was closed for 
four weeks whilst the 
revamp took place. 

The work has been 
funded jointly by new land¬ 
lords Carol and Mark Fleet 
and Punch Taverns. 

The refurbishment of the 
Wood Green Road pub has 
resulted in the creation of 
six jobs. 

Mrs Fleet, who previously 
worked at Sandwell Council 
for 26 years, said: “This pub 
has always meant a lot to us 
as it is our local, so when the 
opportunity came up to run 
it we jumped at the chance.” 
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Reveller 
slashed 
man in 
the face 

A REVELLER has been 
jailed for slashing 
another man’s face with 
a kitchen knife after a 
fight broke out at a party 
in a pub. 

Kieron Bennett chased 
Anthony Hunt after being 
thrown out of the Rowley 
Rag in Rowley Regis, then 
punched his nose before 
cutting the victim’s face. Mr 
Hunt was knocked uncon¬ 
scious in the attack, in the 
early hours of February 3. 

Bennett pleaded guilty to 
assault causing actual bodily 
harm and having a bladed 
article in public. 

The 21-year-old, of 
Hanover Road, Rowley 
Regis, was sentenced to 36 
months in prison when he 
appeared at Wolverhampton 
Crown Court. 

Dispute 

The court heard another 
man called Jamie Price was 
also involved in the attack. 

Bennett had run back to 
Price’s home, also in 
Hanover Road, to ask for his 
help. Price, 21, picked up the 
knife and joined Bennett 
outside, although he did not 
use the knife on Mr Hunt. 

Price pleaded guilty to 
having a bladed article in 
public and affray. 

Mr Ben Williams, defend¬ 
ing Price, said his client was 
not involved in the pub vio¬ 
lence, and only joined the 
scene when Bennett 
knocked on his door. 

He received an 18-month 
prison sentence. 

Mr Andrew Molloy, prose¬ 
cuting, said Bennett had 
been at the party at the 
Rowley Rag pub when he 
was thrown out after a 
dispute about someone 
stealing a woman’s bag.

Jail for 'helper' who raped homeless victim 


A HOMELESS woman was raped by a 
man who had pretended to help her. 

The victim was sleeping in a bus shelter in 
Oldbury when she was targeted by 
Mohammed Azim. He hit her over the head 
with a bottle, and dragged her to a nearby 
factory in Churchbridge. 

The whole 25-minute ordeal was captured 
by security cameras and because Azim 
denied the offences, the footage was shown 
to the victim and a jury at Wolverhampton 
Crown Court during a trial. 

Azim, aged 31, formerly of Payne Street, 


Oldbury, was convicted by the jury of three 
charges of rape. He was jailed for 16 years at 
Stafford Crown Court by Judge Michael 
Challinor who branded him ‘a danger’ to the 
public. 

He told Azim: “Your victim was homeless, 
had nowhere to live, and spent that night in 
a bus shelter, with nowhere else to go. You 
saw an opportunity to attack this vulnerable 
and defenceless woman. There was signifi¬ 
cant planning involved. 

“Having engaged her in conversation, 
pretending to offer her help, you hit her on 
the head with a bottle. You could be seen on 


CCTV dragging her by her hair to nearby 
factory premises. It was a sustained sexual 
attack, you threatened to kill her - it’s quite 
clear she thought her life was in danger - a 
horrific and shocking set of offences. When 
you had finished with her, you left her trau¬ 
matised and frightened. 

“In spite of clear evidence at trial, you 
continued to maintain your innocence. You 
are lucky to have escaped a mandatory life 
sentence.” 

The court heard that Azim had previous 
convictions for manslaughter and kidnap 
involving the death of a man in a canal. 


Alongside the period in jail, the judge 
extended Azim’s period of licence by four 
years making the total sentence for the rape 
offences 20 years, but he will only be 
released when the parole board consider it is 
safe. 

The defendant’s wife had written a letter 
to the judge asking for mercy on behalf of 
her now estranged husband. 

Miss Amanda O’Mara, defending, said: 
“These actions that night were complicated 
or motivated by that cocktail of alcohol and 
drugs. ” 


Woman hurt in raid 
terror at McDonald's 


WORKERS were threatened and a woman 
was taken to hospital after robbers targeted a 
McDonald’s restaurant in Oldbury. 

The two men struck at the branch in Halesowen 


Street at around 6.40am 
on Monday. 

Staff members were 
threatened and a handbag 
belonging to one of them was 
stolen. Detectives are now 
investigating and the store 
was closed that morning. 

West Midlands Police 
spokesman Pete Edney, said: 
“We were called just after 
6.40am to reports of a 
robbery at McDonald’s in 
Halesowen Street. 

Blocking 

“Two men walked in to 
the restaurant and threat¬ 
ened members of staff before 
taking a handbag belonging 
to one of them. 

“The men left and drove 
off in what was believed to 
be a grey-coloured Vauxhall 
Astra. One woman suffered 
a minor arm injury.” 

At the scene there was a 
police car blocking the 
entrance to the drive 
through and the restaurant, 
which is located close to the 
town’s large Sainsbury’s 
store. 
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Officers were at the scene 
and appeared to be inter¬ 
viewing people inside the 
restaurant. CCTV was also 
being inspected. 

A spokesman for McDon¬ 
ald’s, said: “We can confirm 
a robbery took place at the 
Oldbury Ringway restau¬ 
rant. We are offering our full 
support to those staff 
members affected by the 
shock of the incident and we 
are co-operating fully with 
the police in their inquiries. ” 

West Midlands Ambu¬ 
lance spokesman Chris 
Kowalik said one rapid 
response vehicle was sent to 
the scene and the injured 
woman was taken to hospi¬ 
tal in that car. 

Meanwhile, Jenny 

Duggan wrote on Twitter: 
“I’ve heard it was armed 
robbery, disgusting if it is lot 
of youngsters work there.” 

Anyone with robbery 
information should call 
police on 101. 


Protest at manufacturing 
plan for dog walkers' site 

A POPULAR green space in West Bromwich used by dog 
walkers is set to be turned into a manufacturing site, 
despite strong opposition from residents. 

Sandwell Council is planning to develop a 160,000 sq ft 
manufacturing hub on the land on Kelvin Way, that is used 
recreationally and had previously been the site for two foot¬ 
ball pitches. 

Council chiefs hope the redevelopment will create new 
jobs for the area. However, 160 people have signed a petition 
opposing the plans and 60 letters of objections have been 
sent to Sandwell Council to try to stop the proposals from 
going ahead. The plan is due to be discussed this week.

As well as sketching the comic strip, 
which is then coloured in on computer, 
Laura now writes some of the story¬ 
lines herself. 


“ I find it very challenging coming up 
with storylines,” she said.“When I 
started everything was written for me. 
When I was a kid I never really 
thought about how the Beano came 
together. I just thought it magically 
appeared on your newspaper shelves. 

“But there’s an army of people 
behind it. It’s huge.” 

The artist, who has also drawn for 
the Dandy and Viz, said she was enjoy¬ 
ing teaching youngsters how to draw, 
as part of workshops at Central 
Library in West Bromwich and Black- 
heath Library.

Major revamp for city centre shops 


A REVAMP of a shopping centre as 
art of the £600 million Birming- 
am New Street development will 
start at the end of this month. 

The majority of shops within The 
Pallasades shopping centre will 
close before the end of July as work 
to transform it into Grand Central 
Birmingham gets under way. 

Grand Central will be home to a 
250,000 sq ft John Lewis shop, the 
largest outside London, along with 


over 40 new ‘premium’ shops and 
more than 20 cafes and restaurants. 

It is also expected to create up to 
1,000 new jobs for local people, with 
other training opportunities avail¬ 
able. 

Sir Albert Bore, leader of Birm¬ 
ingham City Council, said: “Grand 
Central Birmingham is a key 
element of the redevelopment and 
vital for stimulating wider economic 
and regeneration benefits. 


“Up to 1,000 new jobs and many 
training opportunities have been 
committed for local people to 
become a part of this exciting new 
development.” 

The famous Pallasades name will 
cease to exist when Grand Central 
and John Lewis fully open, expected 
to be in the autumn of next year. 

Most of the shops, restaurants 
and cafes due to open at Grand 
Central will be new to Birmingham. 


While development is taking 
place, commuters and shoppers will 
still be able to walk through the 
centre between New Street, the 
railway station and the Bullring, 
with Tesco and retailers on the ramp 
to the centre also remaining open. 

The team at The Pallasades and 
Birmingham City Council are 
working with those retailers that 
are closing to help find alternate 
premises in the city. 


Like father, like son as 
lollipop men cross paths 


WHEN Darren Wardle decided to track down the 
father who had given him up for adoption as a 
baby, little did he know how much they would 
end up having in common - even sharing the 
same job as lollipop men. 

It was an occupation that 47-year-old Darren knew 
ran in the family as his wife, mother-in-law and adop¬ 
tive mother were all lollipop ladies. 


And during an emotional 
reunion with his father Paul 
Ferris it emerged they both 
worked as lollipop men in 
Staffordshire. Based just 15 
miles apart - their paths had 
never crossed. 

Darren, of St John’s Road, 
Cannock, said: “I couldn’t 
believe it when he told me and 
at first I thought he must be 
joking. I told him that’s what I 
did for a living. 

“He’d actually just got the 
job when I met him after app¬ 
lying to Staffordshire County 
Council for the role. It already 
ran in the family for me.” 

Contacted 

Father-of-five Darren, aged 
47, who was given up for adop¬ 
tion at the age of three weeks 
managed to track Paul down 
about three years ago. 

He continued: “I was told 
from a young age that I was 
adopted. My parents were 
great. I decided to look into 
tracking down my real 
parents when I was 18. 

“I had Paul’s details for 
about 25 years before I actu¬ 
ally contacted him.” 

Darren decided to finally act 
when his adoptive father 
Peter died of cancer in 2009 at 
the age of 69, adding: “I 
thought it was time to put a 
face to the name. 

“I don’t think our paths 
would ever have crossed at 
work because I fill in when 
people are off sick.” 

Darren grew up in Wednes- 
bury and moved to Cheslyn 
Hay with his parents as a 
teenager. 

When he attended Park Hill 
Primary School, in Wednes- 
bury, his mum Barbara

Wardle, now aged 70, was the 
lollipop lady there for three 
years. 

Around four years ago 
Darren became a school cross¬ 
ing patrol supervisor provid¬ 
ing cover for staff who may be 
on sick leave. His wife Mary, 
aged 43, landed the same role 
12 months before him. 

She works at Bridgtown 
Primary School alongside her 
mum Rita Cotterell, aged 62, 
who has been doing the same 
job for 30 years. 

Paul, 63, originally from 
Edgbaston, now lives in Tam- 
worth with his wife Pat and 
has been helping children 
cross the roads for just over 
two years at William MacGre¬ 
gor Primary, in Glascote Road. 

Paul said: “I was obviously 
delighted to meet up with 
Darren, and we found it par¬ 
ticularly amusing that we 
were both lollipop men.” 

Paul and Pat have two 
daughters and two grandchil¬ 
dren. 

Paul and Darren attended a 
special event at Staffordshire 
County Showground earlier 
this month to celebrate the 
60th anniversary of lollipop 
men and women patrolling 
the county. 

County councillor Simon 
Tagg, who has responsibility 
for road safety, said: “It makes 
you wonder whether being a 
lollipop man might be in the 
blood. 

“Paul and Darren are the 
guardians of our roads and 
like our other 321 patrol offi¬ 
cers do a fantastic job in 
keeping our schoolchildren 
and parents safe.”

No crime

A CRIMINAL investigation 
will not be launched into 
alleged inregularities in the 
contest to select the new 
Labour candidate for the 
Falkirk seat in Parliament, 
police have confirmed. 

West Bromwich East MP 
Tom Watson resigned as 
Labour’s deputy chairman 
and leader Ed Miliband’s 
campaign co-ordinator 
when he became embroiled 
in the row. 

Labour handed over docu¬ 
ments to police in Scotland 
amid claims that Unite - the 
party’s biggest trade union 
backer - had sought to swing 
the contest by cramming the 
constituency with new 
members. But police said 
there was not enough evi¬ 
dence currently to support a 
criminal investigation. 

Mr Watson said: “I was in 
no doubt that this would be 
the outcome and I am sure 
the police find these political 
games tiresome.”

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Boarding 
school is 
given the 
go-ahead 

AN empty Grade II-listed 
building will get a £1.2 
million transformation into 
a boarding school for boys, 
despite concerns. 

Sandwell Council bosses 
approved plans to transform 
the derelict Ryland Memo¬ 
rial School of Art building on 
Lodge Road in West 
Bromwich, a former art 
college, into a boarding 
school for boys aged 11 to 18. 

This comes despite resi¬ 
dents and representatives of 
a nearby mosque arguing it 
would increase racial ten¬ 
sions in the area and lead to 
anti-social behaviour. 

The planning application 
to allow the building to 
house boarders was made by 
Tipton Green’s Councillor 
Ahmadul Haque. He is also a 
governor at the Jalalia Edu¬ 
cational Institute on 
Wellington Road in Tipton, 
and says the institute needs 
more room. 

Against 

Mr Shabud Ullah, from 
the Moor Street Mosque in 
West Bromwich, attended 
the meeting along with 
around 20 people to object to 
the plan. He told the 
meeting that Muslims in the 
area are against the plan, 
fearing it would create 
‘racial hatred and tension’. 

He and residents argued 
that there were very few 
details on how it would be 
run and little information on 
how it would impact on resi¬ 
dents. They said they were 
concerned about possible 
anti-social behaviour. 

A 409-signature petition 
had been handed to the 
council objecting to the plan. 

A representative from the 
school argued that it had 
been running successfully 
for many years in Tipton 
and that the building was 
originally a school 

He said there would be 
only 15 boarders out of a 
capacity for 80 pupils. 

The planning committee, 
which met at Oldbury 
Council House, has also 
received a 136-strong peti¬ 
tion in support of the plan. 

The committee voted to 
approve the plan for the 
school to house boarders.

Romanian burglar deserves 'one more chance' 


A BURGLAR chased by police before threat¬ 
ening an officer with a shard of broken 
glass - eventually being caught when he fell 
through a garage roof - has been spared jail. 

Daniel Mindrican, who recently moved to 
West Bromwich from Romania, climbed into 
the kitchen of a home through a window at 
3am while a family including two young 
daughters slept upstairs. 

When arrested the 42-year-old told police 
he had been looking for parts to fix his boiler 
- which the Judge branded ‘incredulous’. 

The father-of-three, who has previous 
convictions for burglary, was not sent to 


prison as Judge Amjad Nawaz said he would 
give him ‘one more chance’. 

Mr Mark Rees, prosecuting, told the court 
that Mindrican was in the kitchen at the 
Dagger Lane property when police arrived. 

He escaped through a window and then 
ran through a series of gardens, jumping 
over fences. 

Other officers were drafted in to help with 
the chase and he was eventually cornered in 
an outhouse, having caused £400 damage to 
a window and door. 

Mr Rees said: “The officer then attempted 
to arrest him but was lunged at by the defen¬ 


dant who had a piece of broken glass in his 
hand. The defendant then ran off and 
climbed on to a garage roof, which he fell 
through, and at that point he was arrested.” 

Mindrican told police that he started 
walking around the area between 2am and 
3am after realising he needed parts to fix his 
boiler, Mr Rees said. 

“He said he came across the property. He 
looked through the window and decided to 
break in.” 

He had tried to steal tools and food. 

Mr Robert Cowley, defending, said Min¬ 
drican had worked 12-hour days repairing 


gas systems in Romania for £250 a week and 
since moving to the UK had cleared derelict 
houses and worked as a mechanic. 

Mindrican, of Stoney Lane, was handed a 
12-month sentence suspended for two years 
after admitting burglary and criminal 
damage for the offences on April 5. He must 
also undergo two years supervision and 
carry out 150 hours worth of unpaid work. 

Judge Nawaz said it was ‘not the norm’ to 
give a suspended sentence to a burglar who 
raided a house in the early hours. 

But he added: “You deserve one more 
chance.” 


Tougher sentence call 
after death of officer 


FRIENDS of a Smethwick police officer who 
died after being punched in the face have 
demanded tougher sentencing laws for 
killers - after the teenager responsible 
started a three-and-a-half year jail sentence 

Off-duty constable Chris Findley was killed by a single 
punch from teenager Dale Dixon outside Divine Bar, Dar¬ 


lington Street, Wolverhamp¬ 
ton. The 33-year-old Smeth¬ 
wick-based officer was 
walking home alone at 
around 4am on January 28 
after a night out with friends 
when he became embroiled 
in a row with a female friend 
of Dixon’s. 

Pc Findley pushed her 
away as she attacked him. As 
she fell Dixon, 19, of New 
Heath Close in Wednesfield, 
rushed in and administered 
the single fatal blow. 

Unconscious 

The officer, of Merridale 
Avenue in Wolverhampton, 
was knocked unconscious 
before he hit the ground. He 
died 10 days later in hospital 
when his life support system 
was switched off. 

Friends of Pc Findley said 
‘Fin’ was a wonderful, kind 
and considerate person with 
an infectious personality 
and an incredible sense of 
humour. 

David Banham, 61, spoke 
on behalf of friends and 
family when he said: “He 
lived his all-too-short life to 
the full and will never be for¬ 
gotten by all those people 
who knew, loved and 
respected him. 

“The sentence handed out 
will not bring Fin back and 
Dale Dixon will be released 
and walking the streets of 
Wolverhampton again 
before he is anywhere near 
to reaching the age of the 
man whose life he took. 

“This was an unprovoked, 
brutal and cowardly attack 
and it is perhaps time for the

public to demand that the 
Dale Dixons of this world, 
who are prepared to risk car¬ 
rying out this type of 
assault, are held account¬ 
able for their actions and 
suffer a sentence more befit¬ 
ting to taking someone’s 
life.” 

His mother Jackie 
Tabrett said she didn’t think 
she would ever come to 
terms with his death. 

“It still hasn’t sunk in 
that I’ll never see my son 
again and all that I have now 
are photographs and treas¬ 
ured memories.” 

Dixon had pleaded guilty 
to manslaughter at an 
earlier hearing. 

Mr Gareth Walters, prose¬ 
cuting, told the court that it 
was still not known what the 
argument between Pc 
Findley and Dixon’s female 
friend was about. 

Gasps were heard from 
the public gallery as CCTV 
of the attack was shown to 
the courtroom. 

Mr Walters told the court: 
“It was a very substantial 
blow to the nose. 

“It was against an inno¬ 
cent victim - there was 
nothing Chris Findley did 
other than stop her assault¬ 
ing him. ” 

Defending Dixon, Mr 
William Dudley said: “There 
was no motive or intent to 
reflect what ultimately hap¬ 
pened. 

“He acknowledges and 
has to live with the fact of 
what he’s done.” 



BAGGIES legends Cyrille Regis and 
Brendon Batson beamed with pride to 
take centre stage as fans including 
comic Frank Skinner heralded a 
statue honouring their role in the 
Three Degrees. 

West Bromwich Albion supporters 
packed into Birmingham Town Hall 
last week to help raise money for a 
lasting tribute to the club’s pioneering 
black players. Cyrille Regis, Laurie 
Cunningham and Brendon Batson 
rose to fame in the late 1970s at The 
Hawthorns, becoming known as The 
Three Degrees. 

The sold-out show, hosted by the 
comic, who was raised in Oldbury, 


helped raise funds for the statue. 

The brainchild of Black Country 
businessman Jim Cadman the plan 
has been supported by Sandwell 
Council and the statue will be put up in 
West Bromwich’s New Square next 
summer. 

Last Wednesday Skinner inter¬ 
viewed players from the 1978/79 
Baggies side including Tony ‘Bomber’ 
Brown. Their chats were interspersed 
by classic clips of Regis, Cunningham 
and Batson and the team that season 
when the Baggies finish third in the 
First Division and competed in 
Europe. 

A highlight was Regis and Batson 


joining Skinner on stage to talk about 
the height of their fame. 

They told the story of how Atkinson 
invited the actual Three Degrees, a 
popular 70s girl group, to The 
Hawthorns to meet the players, posing 
in Albion shirts and fur coats. 

Skinner said: “The three of them 
didn’t just help change football but 
British society too.” 

It was also tinged with sadness over 
the death of Cunningham who died in 
a car accident and will be remembered 
when the statue is unveiled next July 
to mark the 25th anniversary of his 
death. 



Sunshine blitz on 
break-in menace 

PATROLS are being 
stepped up across 
Sandwell to stamp out 
burglary this summer. 

Operation Sunshine 
has been launched to 
target key locations and 
offenders and remind 
people about simple crime 
prevention steps. 

Despite seeing a 17.4 
per cent reduction in bur¬ 
glary between April 2012 
and March 2013 compared 
to the same period the 
year before, police have 
said they are determined 
not to let the hot weather 
affect the trend. 

Officers will be stepping 
up patrols in Smethwick, 
Oldbury and Rowley Regis 
during the campaign. 

Neighbourhood officers 
will be working closely 
with the community to 
raise awareness, visiting 
residents and premises. 

Specialist centre 
to tackle dementia 

NEARLY £1 million will 
be spent on developing a 
specialist centre in West 
Bromwich for those who 
suffer with dementia. 

The ground floor of a 
building at the Edward 
Street Hospital, West 
Bromwich, will be rede¬ 
veloped to create the 
centre, which will include 
sensory rooms, informa¬ 
tion centre and commu¬ 
nity cafe. 

The project, by Black 
Country Partnership 
NHS Foundation Trust, 
has secured £944,000 and 
will be called the Light¬ 
house Project. 

Planforveggie cafe 
fails to win approval 

COUNCILLORS have 
refused plans to turn a 
former jewellery shop in 
Smethwick into a vegetar¬ 
ian and pizza cafe. 

The owner of Muskaan 
Estates Ltd, Mr Sanjive 
Mahandru, had applied to 
Sandwell’s planning com¬ 
mittee to change use from 
a shop to a cafe. 

He planned to open a 
vegetarian community 
cafe, which would be a 
pizza shop in the 
evenings. But the council 
received a 392-name peti¬ 
tion against the plan 
citing parking and anti¬ 
social behaviour concerns.

Needless victims 
of blast honoured

Plaque is unveiled to the 
memory of thel9 girls 
killed in factory explosion.

IT is remembered as the 
darkest episode in a Black 
Country town’s history, when 
19 young girls lost their lives in 
a devastating explosion. 

Now their needless loss of life has been 
commemorated with a Tipton Civic 
Society blue plaque near the site where 
the tragedy happened. 

The plaque has been placed at Tipton 
Toddlers Nursery on the corner of Dudley 
Port and Groveland Road, a second 
plaque has also been erected next to it to 
commemorate the site of Tipton’s last 
cinema. 

The Dudley Port factory employed 
dozens of girls to break up the live car¬ 
tridges left over from the First World War 
for scrap. 

But on March 6, 1922 at around 
11.45am one of the cartridges inexplica¬ 
bly went off, igniting or discharging 
several thousand others waiting to be 
dealt with. 

Dragged 

The explosion ripped through the L K 
Knowles factory in Groveland Road, 
where the young women worked, blowing 
the iron roof from the building and 
setting it on fire. 

A total 24 young girls were working at 
the time and the explosion killed all but 
five. 

The Chronicle’s sister paper, The 
Express & Star, covered the disaster and 
described how the panic-stricken girls 
tried to escape the inferno. Many had to 
be dragged from the burning building. 
Some were severely burned and injured. 

The report describes how Dudley’s 
Guest Hospital was stretched to its limit. 

In July of that year, following a court 
case, company manufacturer, John 


Walter Knowles, aged 55, was jailed for 
five years for manslaughter by Stafford¬ 
shire Assizes. 

A memorial was erected in 1924 at 
Tipton Cemetery, two years after the 
explosion and was given a clean-up in 
1994 and refurbished in 2010. But there 
has not been a memorial on the site of 
the explosion itself. 

Doreen Rushton, whose aunt Lizzy 
Williams died at the age of 13, attended 
the ceremony to unveil the plaques. 

Mrs Rushton, 69, of St Mark’s Road, 
Tipton, said: “She was my father’s sister, 
but he was only three at the time. When 
we were growing up they never really 
talked about it. 

“We had a photograph of her horse- 
drawn funeral carriage, and books from 
chapel which had been dedicated to her, 
but did not know much else. 

“The King had also written to my 


family expressing his condolences.” 

The grandmother-of-three, who 
attended the event with her sister Mavis 
Smith and cousins Jean Smith, Rita 
Kempson and Barbara Hughes, said: 
“We just felt it was important to go and 
remember Lizzy. 

“It was a terrible, horrendous 
tragedy, but it was lovely to have the cer¬ 
emony and remember her together.” 

Vice chairman of Tipton Civic Society 
Keith Hodgkins said: “It was an horrific 
tragedy, and the most tragic episode in 
Tipton’s recent history. 

“We felt it was very important to 
mark the spot where the tragedy hap¬ 
pened. 

The second blue plaque marks the site 
of the former The Alhambra cinema, 
which was built in 1933 and was once 
Tipton’s finest cinema. It closed in 
1963.

Housing crisis grows as more are 
forced into private rent market 


HAVING a roof over your head 
is essential for everyone. 

Building more houses, and they 
must be available as social lets, as 
well as for sale, is basic to solving the 
housing crisis. 

Many young people fear that their 
chances of ever being able to get a 
mortgage are increasing, forcing more 
and more into private renting. 

Landlords are happy to have high 
mortgages for first time buyers. It 
ensures the homes for rent market 
remains in demand. 


Rented properties are often ‘turbo 
charged’ with a typical three bedroom 
property let out as five one-bedroom 
lets. 

Worse still, people are charged £500 
administration fees, £50 reference 
check fees, and holding fees. All this on 
top of at least a months rent in advance 
and a deposit. 

As social landdlords across Walsall 
tackle the huge increases in rent 
arrears brought on by the ‘Bedroom 
Tax’, and welfare rights workers and 
discretionary payment systems 


become overburdened, we are reaching 
a crisis point in our need for affordable 
housing. 

With up to 32 per cent of ex-council 
houses ending up with private land¬ 
lords, there is an urgent need for Gov¬ 
ernment, councils, social landlords and 
private landlords to tackle the incon¬ 
sistent and exploitative practices in 
our local housing market.

Police given 

extra powers 

to move on 
youth gangs 


POLICE in Tipton have been given new 
powers to break up large groups in a bid to 
prevent anti-social behaviour. 

They have been granted a dispersal order to tackle yobs 
in Princes End. The order, which is already in force, will 
last for six months and will allow police officers and Pesos 
to disperse groups congre- _ 
gating in the area. | by Naomi Dunning 

The order was secured ™- 


following extensive consul¬ 
tation with residents who 
highlighted issues regard¬ 
ing groups and gangs loiter¬ 
ing in the street and 
anti-social behaviour. 

Divert 

They have also been 
working closely with the 
local community, busi¬ 
nesses, neighbourhood 
watch groups, youth 
workers, Sandwell Council 
and other agencies. 

Powers under Section 30 
of the Anti-Social Behav¬ 
iour Act 2003, allow police 
in designated areas to dis¬ 
perse groups of two or more 
persons and return young 
people under the age of 16, 
if unsupervised, to their 
home. This is if the officer 
has reasonable grounds for 
believing they are likely to 
cause intimidation, alarm 
or distress to the public. 


Local police officers have 
also worked closely with 
youth services to offer 
alternative interventions 
which will give young 
people opportunities to 
undertake activities to 
keep them occupied. 

These are aimed at 
diverting youngsters away 
from their traditional 
haunts where they might 
otherwise be causing 
trouble or worrying the 
public. 

Sergeant Steph Court, 
from the Princes End 
neighbourhood team said: 
“I hope to significantly 
reduce anti-social behav¬ 
iour in the area during this 
six-month period and my 
team will be robustly 
patrolling the area to 
ensure the order is obeyed. 

“We will be paying partic¬ 
ular attention to hotspots.”

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I have to stay strong 
for others, says Paul

BRAVE cancer sufferer Paul Oakley has 
bounced back from his heartbreaking diagno¬ 
sis to launch his own charity to fight the 
disease. 

Just three months ago, the 21-year-old was given the 
crushing news his cancer is terminal and he has less than a 


year to live. 

But he has vowed to put on a 
brave face for his family as well 
as set up his charity called The 
Joker Foundation, which will 
raise cash for the Teenage 
Cancer Trust and the Lym¬ 
phoma Foundation. 

Mr Oakley, of Birdbrook Road, 
in Great Barr, completed his first 
fundraiser, a 10km trek recently. 

“I have to be strong for every¬ 
one else. If I fell to pieces I know 
everyone else would. I can’t get 
upset about it all. 

“When people die of cancer they 
can leave their family in pieces. I 
do not want to do that to my 
family. I’d hate for them to feel at 
all responsible.” 

Cough 

Mr Oakley found out he had 
cancer after visiting his GP to find 
out the cause of a niggling cough 
back in 2011 and the tumour was 
discovered in his chest. 

“I was at work and there was 
nothing wrong with me. I had a 
bit of a cough and I was not feeling 
too well,” he said. 

“I went to my doctor and he 
routinely gave me a scan and told

me I had a lump, 17cm by 11cm. 

“I was okay. I was up for fighting 
it. All I wanted was to get it beat 
and get back to work.” 

Mr Oakley was put on an inten¬ 
sive course of radiotherapy and 
chemotherapy but things went 
from bad to worse. 

In August last year he was told 
the cancer in his chest had spread 
to his liver, lungs and stomach and 
in April doctors told him it was ter¬ 
minal. 

Positive 

“It was heartbreaking,” said Mr 
Oakley. 

“The doctors told me I had 
between six and 12 months to live.” 

He said: “I look at my family, I 
am losing them all. I keep hoping 
the phone will ring and it will be 
someone telling me they have 
found a cure but it doesn’t.” 

Mr Oakley, who joined the Royal 
Navy when he was 16 but has been 
on leave since he was diagnosed, 
said support from his family has 
helped him to stay positive during 
his ordeal. 

He married his girlfriend

Joanne, aged 34, in June at The 
Manor Hotel, in Meriden, and has 
formed a close relationship with her 
15-year-old son Bradley. 

And now he is hoping his charity 
will be inspirational to others in 
similar situations. 

“The fight does not ever end,” he 
said. 

“Even if I was cured, it would still 
be in my head that the cancer could 
come back. You have to stand and 
fight.” 


Mr Oakley’s 10km trek was from 
Barr Beacon, Aldridge Road, to the 
Sir Robert Peel pub in Broad Lane, 
Bloxwich, and he completed it in a 
time of two hours and 35 minutes, 
raising more than £3,100. 

He said: “It was quite a strain, but 
it was a massive achievement, I was 
overjoyed.”

Sure Start 
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Driver only 
learned of 
road death 
on Facebook 


THE driver of a car that knocked down a 21- 
year-old who died hours later of his injuries 
discovered what he had done the next 
morning on Facebook, an inquest has heard. 

Thomas Cox was hit by a car on the evening of his birth¬ 
day, and died the following morning, the inquest in Smeth¬ 
wick heard yesterday. 

Driver Ben Davies, who had failed to stop at the scene of 
the accident, told police the next day that he heard the 
‘bang’ but ‘didn’t know what it was’ at the time. 

In the police interview which was read out at the hearing, 
he told officers: “I didn’t know what had happened until this 
morning, I saw it on Facebook.” 

He added that a friend had posted an appeal for the driver 
to come forward. He said: “It was just on there, it was on the 
news feed.” 

It was after seeing this appeal that he told his parents 
what had happened, and visited the police station. 

The hearing heard that no-one witnessed the hit-and-run 
collision which happened at around 11pm on November 17. 

Mr Cox, of Turton Road, Tipton, was discovered lying on 
the pavement, and he was taken to Queen Elizabeth Hospi¬ 
tal, Birmingham. 

Investigation 


The former Willingsworth High School pupil died the 
next day from head injuries. 

Assistant deputy coroner Angus Smillie told Mr Cox’s 
family he did not feel it was appropriate to call Davies to give 
evidence at the inquest. 

During the police interview, which was read out by colli¬ 
sion investigation officer Pc Nigel Power at the hearing, 
Davies said he was driving towards Dudley near the 
Leopard pub when he heard the ‘bang’. The 21-year-old 
- said: “It just appeared. I just 
hit it like. It was on my side 
of the car.” 

He told officers he didn’t 
have time to brake, and 
slowed down after the crash 
but did not stop. When asked 
why he didn’t stop, he told 
officers he was ‘scared’, and 
that he had panicked. He 
had only realised the extent 
of the damage to his car 
when he got home, and even 
then he did not tell anyone. 
He told officers he went for a 
walk and a beer. 

Davies handed himself in 
to the police the next day. 

Pc Power told the inquest 
that there was nothing 
wrong with Davies’s silver 
Vauxhall Corsa at the time of 
the crash. 

He said: “There was no 
indication there was any 
emergency braking, no wit¬ 
nesses and no CCTV” 

Mr Smillie said: “The col¬ 
lision between car and 
person was not deliberate, 
and on a balance of probabil¬ 
ities, I am satisfied of this 
fact. My verdict is accidental 
death in this case.” 

In April, Davies, of Old 
Park Road, Dudley, was 
jailed for 26 weeks after he 
admitted failing to stop at 
the scene of an accident.

Petrol thief targeted 21 
stations in crime spree

A BRAZEN thief has admitted 
stealing petrol from 21 service 
stations across the Black 
Country and Staffordshire during 
a seven-month crime spree. 

Tadas Prismantas used two cars - both 
with the same stolen number plate - when 
he took fuel worth hundreds of pounds from 
garages throughout the region. 

The 34-year-old, of Kendrick House, 
Green Lane, West Bromwich, pleaded guilty 
to six offences and asked for another 15 to 
be considered when he is sentenced. 

Wolverhampton Magistrates Court heard 
he stole from filling stations in Wolver¬ 
hampton, Dudley, Walsall, Stafford and 
across Sandwell between January and July 
last year. 

The court heard he stole fuel worth more 
than £700 during that period. Prismantas, 
who has previous convictions for theft, was 
caught on CCTV at the garages but origi¬ 
nally claimed he had bought the petrol 
legally. 

Targeted 

Among the stations he targeted were the 
Millfields Garage, Millfields Road, Bilston, 
where he took fuel worth £49.83 of fuel; 
Tesco in the Birmingham New Road, Burnt 
Tree - £77.70 and the Total Service Station 
in Bilston Road, Wednesbury, stealing 
petrol worth £50.85. 

His other thefts included £45.72 of fuel 
from the Co-op, Dudley Port; £46.36 from 
the BP, Hagley Road West, Quinton; £32.38 
from the Osprey Filling Station, Wolver¬ 
hampton Road, Oldbury; £59.81 from BP in 
Stafford Road, Fordhouses and £57.98 and 
£50.85 from the Apple Green Service 
Station,Cannock Road, Wolverhampton. 

He also stole from stations in Walsall and 
Stafford. 

The court was told Prismantas had 
written a note on his statement for the extra 
thefts saying: “I deeply regret and feel sorry 
for my committed crimes. I want to repay 
for my offences.” Magistrates adjourned the 
case for a pre-sentence report.

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Student 
makes a 
miracle 
recovery 

JUST over a year ago, Conor 
Southall was in a coma after a 
savage unprovoked attack 
had left him fighting for life. 

Doctors told the Halesowen College 
studenthim he was lucky to be alive, 
and urged him to take time out of 
studying to recover. 

But today, the 18-year-old has 
spoken for the first time since the hor¬ 
rifying attack, having defied the 
medics and achieved high grades at 
college. 

He has achieved a distinction and 
two merits in a BTEC IT course. 

And now mother Mandy Boyes, from 
Brookfields Road, Oldbury,has praised 
his bravery and determination. 

Suffering 

She said: “I’m amazed actually. He’s 
shocked everyone - he’s my miracle. 

“The doctors wanted him to take 
time out but he has a determination to 
go to college and carry on there. 

“He doesn’t want what happened to 
affect his life.” 

In September, Dudley Youth Court 
heard Conor was hit with a single 
punch during an unprovoked attack on 
June 15 last year on Olive Lane, Hale¬ 
sowen, when he was aged 16. 

He suffered a serious head injury 
when he crashed to the pavement. 

Kevaughn Redden, from Long Lane, 
Halesowen, who was also 16 when he 
appeared at the court, was handed an 
18-month custodial sentence after 
pleading guilty to causing grievous 
bodily harm. The court lifted reporting 
restrictions so that he could be named. 

Conor is still suffering some effects 


of his injury, including bad headaches, 
and is being monitored by neurologists 
as he continues to make progress. 

He is not allowed to go on holiday, fly, 
or drive a car. 

His mum also said he cannot be a 
typical teenager in case he injures 
himself further. She added: “We are all 
in awe of him because he’s got more 
determination than anyone I know. 

“He wouldn’t let this hold him back. 

“Seeing him on all the ventilators 


and everything when he was in hospi¬ 
tal was horrible. 

“He’s not a troublemaker so it was 
even more of a shock that someone 
would do that.” 

Conor is now planning to complete 
another course in IT before he goes to 
university. He said: “I received so much 
support. I didn’t think I would do so 
well but my lecturers were very deter¬ 
mined and helped me achieve high 
grades.”

POLICE swooped on homes 
of suspected drug dealers in 
dawn raids in West Bromwich 
on Tuesday morning which 
saw four men arrested. 

Around 60 officers targeted five 
properties in Burlington Road, 
Roebuck Lane and Ida Road during the 
raids shortly before 6am. 

Four men, two aged 20, one aged 21 
and one 25 were arrested on suspicion 
of possession of class A drugs with 
intent to supply and were being ques¬ 
tioned by police. 

Sniffer

dogs, while a drugs field testing officer 
was also in attendance.

against quite a significant group that 
we have been targeting for some time 
and to try to take them out completely. 

“We carried out these warrants after 
receiving information from members 
of the community about suspicious 
activity. We take all reports about drug 
use and supply seriously and we know 
how great an impact it can have on a 
neighbourhood. 

“It’s not only the drug use itself that 
causes a problem to communities 
there is often a large amount of associ¬ 
ated anti-social behaviour that neigh¬ 
bourhoods suffer. 


“Many people report seeing visitors 
going in and out of addresses at all 
hours of the day and night. We’d con¬ 
tinue to ask anyone that sees anything 
out of the ordinary to report it to us.”

David looks for answers 
following a tragic event 


T he makers of Southcliffe must 
have been kicking themselves 
when they saw Broadchurch. 
Like the hit ITV drama, it’s set in a 
small, close-knit, fictional town. 

It features a tragic event that rips 
the soul out of a marriage, a 
national news reporter on the hunt 
for answers, and a community torn 
apart. 

So, you could say that the 
producers of this new, four-part 
drama had their thunder stolen 
somewhat. However, once you get 
into the plot and characters, it’s clear 
that actually, the similarities are 
superficial - unlike Broadchurch, it’s 
not a whodunit; the killer is known 
right from the start - and it’s more 
than capable of standing on its own 
two feet and winning a new set of 
fans. 

Written by Tony Grisoni, who also 
penned Channel 4’s adaptations of 
David Peace’s Red Riding novels, it 
was directed by Sean Durkin, who 
came to prominence thanks to his 
acclaimed film Martha Marcy May 
Marlene. 

Although many assumed he’d be 


off to Hollywood to make something 
on a massive budget, Durkin 
preferred to return to the UK. 

“I love being in the UK,” he 
says. “I have lived in New York for 18 
years, but coming back to England 
feels like home, and I have the 
chance to catch up with a few 
Arsenal games! 

‘The whole preconception that 
making TV is different to film is 
ridiculous. You’re filming drama with 
great actors, so there is absolutely 
no difference. 

‘All I ever want to do is create 
truthful moment after truthful 
moment. That’s what directing is 
about; capturing something that is 
honest and engaging. I hope I have 
done that.” 

Southcliffe begins at dawn one 
morning, with the sound of 
gunshots. It seems that somebody 
has randomly opened fire on several 
locals, killing them and leaving their 
friends and relatives shocked and 
unable to deal with the tragedy. 

As they attempt to handle their 
grief, reporter David Whitehead 
returns to Southcliffe, the town 


where he grew up, in an attempt to 
find out what sparked the incident, 
and to deal with ghosts from his 
past. 

“Southcliffe is not the story of the 
killer,” explains Durkin. “It’s the story 
of the journalist who goes back to 
report on the tragedy, and it’s also 
about the people left behind, the 
community. It’s about ordinary 
people.” 

Rory Kinnear plays the reporter in 
question, while the ‘ordinary people’ 
are portrayed by such luminaries as 
Eddie Marsan, Shirley Henderson 
and Sean Harris. 

“I formed some fantastic 
relationships with both the cast and 
crew,” claims the director. “When I 
started work on Southcliffe I didn’t 
know anyone at all so it was like 
starting at a new school. 

“Luckily for me, we had an 
incredible cast and crew working on 
this project and as a result of 
everyone being so collaborative and 
open it was a wonderful experience.” 

And in the process, he’s managed 
to whitewash our memories of 
Broadchurch - for now, at least.

Triumph's Tiger burning bright 



MOTORCYCLES are fast: for under 
£10,000 you can own a road-legal 
bike which wll out accelerate any 
supercar costing ten times as 
much. 

And if you watch TV reports from the Isle of 
Man, you will know that even the camera 
crew’s helicopter can’t keep up with the TT 
front runners over the mountain course. 

But what does this mean for us ordinary 
mortals who, if we used such performance 
potential on the public roads, would very soon 
be banned or buried? 

In the real world, rapid acceleration is only 
part of the bike’s key to cutting journey times 
down to size. It’s also about agility - being able 
to filter past lines of crawling traffic, or to be 
first away at the lights. 

I was starkly reminded of this when I accom¬ 
panied a colleague to Triumph’s factory at 
Hinckley, Leicestershire, to pick up a test bike, 
the latest Tiger 800. 

I drove back in a one litre hatchback, which 
it has to be said, gave limited scope for overtak¬ 
ing on a busy A-road. My colleague took the 
bike - and was home a full 40 minutes before 
me! 

According to an internet routing service, the 
distance was 51 miles and the estimated time 
one hour five minutes, although that very 
clearly doesn’t take account of Friday after¬ 
noon traffic on the A5.

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Central control unit to 
aid electric-car drivers 


THINK of Continental and what comes to 
mind? Tyres, obviously, but what else? Maybe 
the old advert with the BMW on the rooftop, 
or maybe football - after all, Continental 
sponsors a lot of European competitions. 

But when you jump into your car, very few people will 
have any idea just how much of its internal bits and pieces 
are actually made by Continental. Braking systems, large 
colour touch-screen interfaces, stability control units - Con¬ 
tinental makes all of them as raw functional units that man¬ 
ufacturers buy in bulk before adapting them to suit their 
branding, software and fitment specifics. 

One of the main areas the company works in is future 
digital displays for cars, with a major branch looking at 
systems for electric cars. 

Range anxiety is a key obstacle to electric car ownership; 
that irrational feeling that you might just run out of power 
before you get to where you’re going. 

Continental has developed a central control unit as part 
of an initiative called Simplify your Drive. The unit sits on 
an electric car’s centre console in whatever housing an indi¬ 
vidual manufacturer wants to give it. 

Sophisticated 

Essentially it links to all the car’s electronic systems and 
adds a sophisticated new forward-thinking range calculator 
to really minimise the chances of running out of electricity - 
or to maximise the car’s potential range, depending on your 
point of view. 

Using a route planned into a satellite navigation system, 
the new Continental system accesses topography and road 
network data to assess how efficiently the car will be able to 
make it along the route based on your driving style, so you 
get a much clearer picture that only changes if your own 
driving suddenly becomes less efficient. 

But that’s not where it stops. If there isn’t enough elec¬ 
tricity to make it to the journey’s end, the driver gets a list 
of options. Do you want to find a charger, return home or 
simply turn a bundle of energy-sapping electrical systems 
off? You get this choice in plenty of time for it to make a sig¬ 
nificant difference to your range, and there’s no doubt it 
could help avoid a sincerely embarrassing breakdown. 

There are different driving profiles within Continental’s 
prototype, with different defaults set. For example there’s a 
City profile where if charge is short, you’ll be told and given 
the option to go back home, where you’ll presumably have

a charging socket. These driving profiles change the way the 
entire dashboard looks. There are no dials in the traditional 
sense - but the 12.3in screen can display digital versions if 
you like. This display unit, in tandem with the one in the 
centre console, can theoretically display a limitless number 
of readouts in whatever way an individual manufacturer 
chooses, just like a TV In fact, these screens genuinely can 
display TV 

Slipping off on a tangent for a second, you can even use 
hand motions to transfer a readout - like the TV - from one 
screen to another. Not the best idea at 70mph down the Ml, 
but if all you’re doing is waiting outside your kids’ school at 
home time, you could catch up on the news - or put a cheeky 
bit of Wimbledon on. 

What Continental has done is to take initially simple con¬ 
cepts and let its engineers’ imaginations run wild. The func¬ 
tionality is being developed to the nth degree and it won’t 
be long before these things materialise on cars around the 
globe, under fancy new names and cleverly disguised as 
manufacturers’ own products.

Rosenberg, who failed to score for 
the Baggies throughout last season, 
netted in the recent 2-1 defeat to 
Hannover 96 after scoring in a 
private training game against Tam- 
worth. 

Olsson said: “I think he showed

good glimpses last season. The fans 
didn’t really give him a fair chance, 
in my opinion.

Some¬ 
times if you are on the bench or in 
the stand it doesn’t mean you are 
under-performing. 

“I think it was a matter of the 
strikers we had, Romelu Lukaku 
and Shane Long, performing so well.

“They have very high demands if 
you play for Ajax so he knows what 
it’s about and he is very profes¬ 
sional. 

“Hopefully he can show the 
people who didn’t believe in him last 
year what a good player he is.”

£2.6m bid
